Exrrostox oF Tux KNoxvitty.—We learn by 
the St, Louis Times, that this steamer blew up at 
New Orleans on the evening of the 17th, just as 
she was leaving lor Noshville, ‘The wheels had 
made buta few revolutions, when the four large 
boilers exploded, with a report as loud as that of 
the Louisiana. ‘The Knoxville was lying between 
the Martha Woshingten below, and the Ne Plus 
Ultra above. One whole boiler pussed through the 
cabin of (he Martha Washington, abaft the social 
hall, smashing her machinery. It then entered the 
cabin of the Griffith Yeatman and lodged there, 
making a perfect wreck of both boats. Capt. Har~ 
ris of the Knoxville, was thrown a great way in 
the oir, but received no great injury. One of the 
boilers ble\w out on the levee, passing through and 
Aemolishing $0 bbls. of flour, and todged 300 yards 
trom the boat, The side of the Ne Plus Ultra 
was greatly shaltered, and Capt. Robinson, her 
commander, badly scalded. Her mate was slight- 
ly injured. The bar-keeper of the Martha Wash- 
ton was badly scalded, The iron safe of the 
Knoxville was blown over the Ne Plos Ultra, on 
the Buckeye, severely wounding the mate of that 
boat. 

About ten minutes after the explosion, the 
Knoxville took fire in the hold, ‘There werg 15 
Kegs of powder below, butthese were thrown over- 
baord, ond the flames were arrested.

On Wednesday morning, in the senate, Mr. Currler, 
from Windsor county, a fcee=soil whiz, introduced 
a string of patriotic resolutions, together wilh (his 
Jaye, Which Was possed inmediately, and sent down 
tothe house, which, like oll houses ot the closing 
hour of the session, with members in a great hurry 
to take the cars for their homes, is morelike a bear 
gorden than a deliberative body.

vg: until considering forbearance no longer & 
virlue, they will make their demand at the point of 
the sword, Soldiers and fools may langh at auch 
1 prospect, and glory insuch sport as erushing tho 
lore armies might afford. But wen of peace, 
Jove not such things and depreeate such times al 
though afar off. 
Indeed there aro but (Wo remedies for the evil, @ 
fusion of the races, or atotal separation. The ap- 
Plication of the first remedy always depends on the 
choieé of the stronger race. And the exercise of 
the choice for or against, involves no moral quali- 
ty, so thata refusal on the part of the white reco 
to blend with the black cannot be considered a sin. 
And so long as the right of choice remnins to man. 
and is untouched by law, homan or divine,so long 
white men who ore honorable and virtuous, end 
fear God aod regard his law, will choose white 
company in the rejection of black, Nr is this 
criminal in them. Nor ean you compel the Amer- 
icon people to act otherwise unless you can show 
aclear lav that will coerce to fusion, 

Hence those who are resting their hopes on fu- 

(ure influence of the gospel, are cherishing a false 


hope. For the influence of the gospel is to make 
morals pure. And whenever morals are pure then 
the mees never fuse, but the line between then is 


well defined. The white man beings dignified and 
upright superior, end the colored man being a mor- 
al and respectable inferior, Nor can the colored 
race escape from. this inferiority in society, bor 
can those of us who would save him from it do 30 
as long as he remaivs in contact with white men. — 
‘The poor colored inan is like the sickly tree that 
stands in the grove, he is overshadowed by a stron 
ger race, that shoots up to the heavens and spreads 
its branches to the light—casting a destructive 
shade on all below—a transplantation Ia the only 
ealvation in either case. 

‘The enthusiast may preach » diderent doctrine, 
and tellus that he makes no difference on account 
of color—he tells us that which is false, his actions 
and the company he keeps contradict his words— 
the companions of his children and associates of 
his domestic cirele are rtonding witnesses against 
hits. Compel hiin to choose between two young 
men of equal moral worth, equal tolents and equate 
y of wealth, but differing in color, one being white 
the other black—compel hit to choose one of 
the tivo for n kinsman, and bis choice will fall on. 
the white man, and because of color even he will 
make a difference 

So, unless wwe 


choose, the colored man eannot 
become our socinl equal. Bulthe American peo- 
ple do not choose to make hit 9 social equal, aud 
there is no low thet can compel them to do this, — 
The consequence is the poor colored man must 
sland far below par, because of his color, and 
from this disability he can never eseape: he earries 
it with bim wherever he gocs, and colored men are 
compelled to toke a secondary place in rociety and 
remain in a lower grade, which classiGeation of 
citizens in grades is incompatible with the genius 
of this republic ond will esp the fountain of de 
mocrae’ 

This being the unpleasant state of things in the 
United States, o peaceful separation of the rnees 
should be devised and corried out as son ag poasi~ 
ble, for the good of both: and upon this separation 
an independent commonwealth of colored people 
should be formed, in whieh the colored race might 
be free from out dictation and cootrol.
